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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 



The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract is not limited in 
a single paragraph; and the phraseology "means" and "said" should be 
removed. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

2. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 
Misnumbered claim 46 has been renumbered as claim 47. 
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3. Claims 1 , 2, 6, 9, 21 , 37, 38, and 39 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: 

Claim 1, the terms "drilling-", "drill-in-"; "completion-"; "formation-" are unclear, the 
dat "-" at the end should be removed. 

Claim 1, line 8, the term "microfuidic", should be -microfluidic--. 
Claim 2, line 1 , the term "1 (a)" should be -1 --. 
Claim 6, line 1, the term "1(c) " should be-1~. 
Claim 9, line 1 , the term "7(e)" should be -7-. 

Claim 21 , line 2, the term "(fluorescein)" should be removed, because the period 
"." In term "using flow-tracing dyes." Indicated the complete of the claim. 
Claims 37-39, line 1, the term "1(c) " should be 
Claims Appropriate correction is required. 

The remaining claims are also objected for being dependent upon the objected 
base claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 41-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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With respect to claim 41 , step (c), the formula applied in the Resistance is 
improper. The Resistance cannot equal to Specific Electrical Resistance x length Cross 
Sectional Area. Further, the claim should be completed by period Correction is 
required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claims 1-40, and 45-47 are allowable over the prior art of record when the 
claims are overcome the objections set forth in this Office action. The prior art of 
record do not discloses the claimed combination as recited with a microfluidic device 
characterized by at least one microfluidic channel and at least three reservoirs in the 
process, translating and monitoring the results to adjust selected aspects of the drilling, 
completion, and production operation.
